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Preface 

In  response  to  numerous  requests  and  because  he  had 
a  keen  interest  in  his  family  history,  our  father  spent  much 
time  in  gathering  records  and  data  as  the  groundwork  for 
a  family  history  to  be  put  in  book  form.  But  age  and  death 
prevented  its  completion. 

Not  desiring  to  leave  his  efforts  fruitless  and  being  fa¬ 
miliar  with  much  of  the  work,  we  are  endeavoring  to  put 
into  book  form  some  of  the  records  he  prepared  for  that  pur¬ 
pose.  No  doubt  he  had  planned  to  make  a  history  of  all  the 
descendants  of  our  ancestor,  Abraham  Hoover,  whose  grand¬ 
children  were  known  as  the  Hoover  cousins  at  the  time  of 
the  organizing  of  the  Hoover  reunion  about  1900.  Because 
of  the  scope  and  difficulty  of  obtaining  records  for  such  an 
extended  work  and  the  time  involved,  we  have  decided  to 
make  this  a  record  of  the  descendants  of  Martin  A.  Hoover 
and  of  his  ancestors  as  much  as  the  available  records  will 
show. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  compile  these  records  as 
accurately  as  possible  but  in  a  work  of  this  kind  mistakes 
are  almost  inevitable  and  therefore  we  ask  the  reader  to 
overlook  such  errors  as  may  appear.  Much  of  the  information 
herein  recorded  is  from  memory  of  hearing  experiences  and 
incidents  related  and  discussed.  Many  dates  have  been  se¬ 
cured  from  tombstones  all  over  the  country.  When  we  con¬ 
sider  that  these  records  cover  a  period  of  over  200  years  the 
reader  may  get  a  glimpse  of  the  scope  of  such  a  work.  But 
only  those  who  have  undertaken  to  compile  and  put  in  print 
a  family  history  can  know  the  difficulties  involved  and  the 
patience  necessary  to  complete  the  work. 

Warren  Hoover

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An  Introduction 

in  the  spring  of  the  year  of  1870  Martin  A.  Hoover 
with  his  wife  and  family  moved  from  Clinton  township  in 
Elkhart  county  to  a  farm  located  five  miles  west  of  Goshen, 
Indiana,  which  was  owned  by  his  father-in-law,  Martin  Mus- 
ser.  Mr.  Hoover  purchased  this  farm  which  was  later  known 
as  the  Martin  Hoover  Homestead  and  at  the  time  of  this 
writing  is  owned  by  his  grandson,  Walter  Witmer. 

His  wife,  Margaret  Musser  Hoover,  died  in  1882  after 
a  lingering  illness  of  dropsy.  On  January  8,  1884,  Mr.  Hoover 
was  married  to  Elizabeth  Good  Hartman,  the  widow  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  Hartman  of  Illinois.  Her  son,  Peter  Hartman,  was  10 
years  old  when  he  came  into  the  Hoover  home.  Thereafter 
he  was  always  accepted  as  a  member  of  the  family  and 

known  by  them  as  ‘Pete.  1192438 

About  1892  Martin  Hoover  purchased  40  acres  of  land 
lying  to  the  north,  across  the  road  from  his  farm  home.  In 
the  year  1893  he  built  a  house  and  barn  there  and  retired 
to  this  place  as  soon  as  it  was  finished.  He  died  two  years 
later  on  November  25,  1895.  The  new  home  and  farm  of 
40  acres  was  left  to  the  widow  and  her  four  children.  The 
old  homestead  of  158  acres  was  willed  to  his  children  by 
his  first  wife,  Margaret  Musser.  Later  his  widow,  Elizabeth, 
purchased  the  40  acres  adjoining  her  land  to  the  north, 
making  what  has  since  been  the  80-acre  farm  owned  by 
her  son,  Peter  Hartman. 

Clayton  and  Walter  Hoover  were  the  sons  of  Martin 
Hoover’s  second  marriage.  Both  were  graduated  from  Goshen 
High  School  (approximately  1905)  and  later  attended  Indi¬ 
ana  University.  Clayton  entered  the  teaching  profession  and 
taught  in  the  Harrison  township  schools  (Elkhart  county)  as 
well  as  schools  at  Middletown  and  Whiting,  Indiana.  Later 
he  purchased  a  farm  near  Andover  in  Ashtabula  county,  Ohio, 
and  taught  in  the  Andover  schools. 

Walter  was  graduated  from  Indiana  University  in  1911 
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and  soon  secured  a  position  as  a  chemist  with  Eli  Lilly  and 
Co.  ol  Indianapolis.  After  more  than  25  years  of  service  he 
retired  and  moved  with  his  family  to  South  Bend,  Indiana. 

Elva  M.  Hoover  was  the  only  daughter  born  to  Martin 
and  Elizabeth  Hoover.  In  the  years  following  her  father’s 
death  she  served  as  homemaker  and  housekeeper  for  her 
mother  and  brother,  Peter.  Her  nephew,  William  Floyd,  son 
of  Clayton  Hoover,  spent  most  of  the  first  six  years  of  his 
life  in  this  home.  As  a  member  of  the  family  circle  he  was 
loved  and  cared  for  as  one  of  their  own  would  have  been. 

Following  the  death  of  Elizabeth  Hoover  on  February 
23,  1918,  Elva  and  Peter  purchased  their  brothers’  (Clayton 
and  Walter)  shares  in  the  parental  home.  A  year  later  on 
January  29,  1919,  Elva  died,  a  victim  of  the  influenza 

epidemic.

In  the  fall  of  1919  Warren  and  Nettie  Hoover,  who 
had  been  married  the  previous  June,  moved  in  with  Peter 
and  farmed  the  place  until  1926  when  Maynard  Hoover 
(brother  to  Warren)  moved  there  with  his  family.  They 
farmed  and  shared  the  home  with  Peter  until  1938,  after 
which  Harold  and  Florence  Schrock  lived  with  him  for  a  year 
or  two. 

In  the  year  1940  Isaiah  and  Lizzie  Shaum  moved  to 
the  Hartman  home.  Mrs.  Shaum  died  in  the  fall  of  that 
year  but  Mr.  Shaum  and  his  daughters,  Florence  and  Wilma, 
continued  to  live  with  Peter  for  several  more  years.  From 
the  rime  the  Shaums  moved  away  until  1950,  Peter  lived 
alone  with  the  exception  of  about  18  months  during  times 
of  illness  which  were  spent  with  Walter  Witmer,  who  resided 
on  the  Grandfather  Hoover  farm. 

Isaiah  Witmer,  son  of  Walter  Witmer  and  great-grand¬ 
son  of  Martin  Hoover,  farmed  the  land  for  Peter  for  several 
years.  After  Isaiah’s  marriage  in  1950  he  and  his  bride  set 
up  their  new  home  with  Peter.  In  return  for  this  home  and 
care  during  his  declining  years  he  made  a  will  and  contract 
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to  the  effect  that  Isaiah  and  his  wife  should  receive  owner¬ 
ship  of  the  farm  after  his  decease. 

On  January  25,  1958,  Isaiah  Witmer  met  death  from 
an  overturned  tractor.  Peter  was  then  moved  to  a  nursing 
home  where  he  died  on  November  25,  1958,  following  an 
extended  illness.  The  farm  is  now  the  property  of  Isaiah’s 
widow,  Mrs.  Beulah  Wenger  Witmer,  who  resides  there  with 
her  two  children.

Isaiah  was  killed  in  a  tractor  accident  when  he 
took  a  load  of  manure  to  the  field.  He  got  stuck  and 
his  tractor  overturned  because  of  the  drawbar  breaking 
and  he  was  pinned  under  the  steering  wheel.  His  hands 
were  free.  The  ignition  was  turned  off.  His  gloves  lay 
beside  him.  His  hands  were  folded  apparently  in  prayer. 
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The  tractor  was  pulled  off  with  another  tractor  by 
his  brother  Paul.  He  was  dead  when  found. 

Isaiah  was  always  very  careful  and  took  precaution 
in  his  work,  often  warning  others  about  dangers  they 
did  not  see.

Enos  M.  Hoover,  a  son  of  the  late  Rev.  Martin  A. 
and  Margaret  Hoover,  was  born  on  a  farm  in  Clinton 
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township,  Elkhart  County,  Indiana,  on  February  4,  1870. 

When  only  a  few  months  old,  he  with  his  parents 
moved  on  a  farm  in  Harrison  Township,  where  he  resided 
until  he  was  23  years  of  age,  working  on  the  farm  during 
the  summer  and  attending  school  during  the  winter 
months.  At  the  age  of  17  he  began  teaching  in  the 
country  schools  and  taught  a  number  of  years,  after  which 
he  attended  school  at  DePauw  and  state  universities. 

On  August  24,  1893,  he  was  united  in  marriage  with 
Mary  Ellen  Shaum  of  Wakarusa,  Indiana,  and  moved  on 
a  farm  in  Baugo  Township,  where  he  farmed  and  again 
taught  school  for  several  years,  after  which  he  sold  his 
farm,  moving  to  Nappanee,  where  he  was  connected  with 
the  high  school  for  two  years,  being  assistant  principal. 
After  resigning  his  position  in  Nappanee  he  moved  to 
Wakarusa  and  in  1903  began  the  study  of  medicine,  en¬ 
tering  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Illinois  from  which  he  graduated  in  1906. 

The  same  year,  1906,  he  moved  his  family  to  Elkhart, 
Ind.,  where  he  began  the  practice  of  his  chosen  profession. 
His  ability  and  success  is  shown  by  the  extensive  practice 
he  established  and  the  responsible  positions  he  held. 

He  was  the  medical  director  of  the  Child’s  Welfare 
Society  which  he  organized  and  to  which  he  donated  his 
service,  and  was  instrumental  in  helping  to  organize  the 
Elkhart  County  Tuberculosis  Society  and  served  as  its 
president  for  two  years,  and  was  president  of  the  Visiting 
Nurse  Association  which  he  organized  after  his  return 
from  service.  He  specialized  in  the  giving  of  anesthetics 
in  which  he  was  very  successful;  and  also  in  the  curing 
of  diseases  of  children.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Con¬ 
gregational  Church  at  Elkhart. 

Several  months  before  his  death  his  health  began  to 
fail,  having  high  blood  pressure,  which  was  known  by 
only  a  few  of  his  intimate  friends. 

On  Monday,  August  21,  he  with  his  wife  left  Elkhart 
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for  a  few  weeks’  vacation  on  an  automobile  trip  to  visit 
relatives  in  different  parts  of  Ohio.  At  1  o’clock  of  the 
same  day,  when  within  about  four  miles  of  Van  Wert, 
Ohio,  he  was  stricken  with  apoplexy  and  rendered  un¬ 
conscious  while  driving  the  machine,  and  a  serious  acci¬ 
dent  was  prevented  only  by  the  presence  of  mind  of  his 
wife  in  promptly  stopping  the  car.  He  was  taken  to  the 
general  hospital  at  Van  Wert,  where  he  gradually  sank 
until  he  passed  away  Friday  noon,  August  25,  1922,  at 
the  age  of  52  years,  6  months  and  21  days.

William’s  wife  Emma  and  Enos’  wife  Ella  had  a 
maiden  sister  Anna,  who  often  was  in  their  homes,  and 
many  of  the  older  Hoover  cousins  will  remember  her  as 
“Aunt  Anna.’’  She  faithfully  cared  for  her  parents  and 
served  in  many  other  homes.  In  her  declining  years  she 
was  unable  to  walk.  She  was  much  interested  in  the 
younger  generation.  Her  invalid  years  were  spent  in  her 
sisters’  homes  until  the  last  year  and  a  half  she  was  with 
her  niece,  Martha  Good,  where  she  passed  away  Jan.  29, 
1943,  at  the  age  of  82  years,  2  months,  and  27  days.

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Martin  Hoover  Moves  to  Indiana 

Martin  A.  Hoover  was  born  near  Apple  Creek,  Wayne 
County,  Ohio.  In  1853,  at  the  age  of  19,  he  with  his  parents 
moved  with  horses  and  wagons  to  Elkhart  County,  Ind.  They 
located  in  Clinton  township,  six  miles  east  of  Goshen.  All 
of  his  brothers  and  sisters  located  there  or  came  at  the  same 
time. 

He  bought  a  farm  of  80  acres  on  which  he  worked  and 
built  a  house.  On  Aug.  9,  1860,  he  was  married  to  Margaret 
Musser  of  Harrison  township.  In  1870  they  sold  their  farm 
and  bought  his  father-in-law,  Martin  Musser’s,  farm  of  158 
acres  in  Harrison  township.  They  moved  April  1,  1870. 

From  the  time  they  moved  until  the  death  of  his  wife 
they  had  much  sickness  and  the  two  youngest  children  were 
born  and  died.  Every  member  of  the  family  had  an  attack 
of  ague  some  time  during  the  years,  father  (Martin)  a 
siege  of  bilious  fever,  Catherine  rheumatism  then  typhoid 
fever,  Enos  inflamation  of  the  bowels,  and  William  (writer) 
an  accident  with  his  knee  and  remained  a  permanent  cripple. 

Beside  sicknesses  in  the  home  they  took  care  of  Grand¬ 
father  Musser  and  also  gave  a  home  to  Uncle  John  Musser, 
who  never  married. 


An  Account  of  the  Accident  As  Given  by  William  Hoover 

On  Sunday  morning,  May  10,  1874,  father  told  us  boys 
(William  and  Enos)  to  get  chips  of  wood  ready  to  build 
fire  after  we  came  home  from  church.  Instead  of  getting 
them  promptly  we  played  with  Grandpa  Musser’s  hatchet.  I 
cut  my  knee,  causing  the  joint  water  to  run  out.  After  going 
to  church  that  day  and  to  school  on  Monday  it  got  sore  and 
developed  white  swelling  from  which  I  was  laid  up  all  sum¬ 
mer,  during  which  time  I  had  to  wear  a  brace  and  use  crutch¬ 
es.  This  caused  my  leg  to  be  crooked,  stiff,  and  shorter.  This 
kept  me  out  of  school  two  years. 
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Martin  A.  Hoover's  Trip  to  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania 

In  the  spring  of  1875  my  parents,  Katie,  Enos,  and  I 
(William)  planned  a  trip  to  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  to  visit 
the  many  relatives  still  living  there.  A  few  of  the  things  I 
vividly  remember  were  spending  a  few  days  in  Philadelphia 
at  the  U.  S.  Mint,  Zoological  Garden,  public  market,  Asylum 
for  the  Blind,  and  the  building  for  the  1876  centennial  and 
crossing  the  Susquehana  River  in  a  canoe. 

Mother  (Margaret)  Hoover's  Illness 

For  a  number  of  years  mother  had  heart  trouble.  In 
the  fall  of  1879  while  visiting  in  Ohio  she  became  ill  and 
returning  on  Nov.  1,  she  soon  had  to  be  in  bed  with  dropsy 
and  for  three  years  was  an  invalid,  dependent  on  the  care 
of  others.  Most  of  the  time,  day  and  night,  she  sat  on  a 
chair,  sleeping  with  her  head  on  a  little  table  or  hung  in  a 
towel  tied  to  the  chair  back.  She  suffered  intense  pain  but 
at  times  when  she  felt  better  she  would  either  knit,  sew, 
or  read  her  Bible  which  was  always  close  by.  She  died  Nov. 
4,  1882. 


Writings  of  William  A.  Hoover 

A  short  history  of  our  life  from  the  time  we  were 
married. 

We  were  married  on  Aug.  27,  1889,  by  George  Lambert 
at  Jamestown,  Ind.,  at  Father  Shaum’s  residence,  where  we 
stayed  until  they  moved  to  Wakarusa  that  fall  and  I  taught 
the  Jamestown  school  during  that  winter  of  1889  and  1890. 
After  father  Shaums  moved  we  moved  on  the  farm  and  began 
housekeeping  for  ourselves. 

Our  first  child,  Warren,  was  born  June  5,  1890.  I 
taught  the  same  school  again  in  the  fall  of  1890  until  Christ¬ 
mas.  On  Feb.  4,  1891,  we  moved  on  uncle  John  Musser’s 
farm  in  Harrison  township  and  lived  there  five  years.  Sister 
Elva  was  born  April  2,  1891.  During  the  winter  of  1891 
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and  1892  I  taught  the  Dell  school  in  Harrison  township. 
Maitha,  the  second  child,  was  born  Sept.  5,  1892.  I  taught 
the  Dell  school  again  during  the  winter  of  1892  and  1893. 

On  Aug.  24,  1893,  brother  Enos  was  married  to  sister 
Ella,  and  on  Dec.  14,  1893,  sister  Catharine  was  married  to 
Amos  Witmer  of  Columbiana,  Ohio. 

In  the  fall  of  1893  father  Hoovers  moved  into  their 
new  building  which  he  built  during  that  summer  on  a  small 
farm,  which  he  bought  across  the  road  from  the  old  home¬ 
stead.  He  had  a  sale  and  Eli  Garbers  moved  on  the  old  farm. 

During  the  winter  of  1893  and  1894  i  taught  the  Har¬ 
rison  Center  school.  In  the  spring  of  1894  we  bought  father 
Shaum’s  old  homestead  and  that  summer  built  a  house  on  it. 
In  the  winter  of  1894  and  1895  I  taught  the  Center  school 
again.  Lewis,  our  third  child,  was  born  May  4,  1895.  Father 
Hoover  died  Nov.  26,  1895  and  1896  I  taught  the  Jones 
school.  In  the  spring  of  1896  (Feb.  17)  we  moved  on  the 
old  homestead  and  Eli  Garbers  moved  the  same  day  where 
we  lived. 

On  May  24,  1896,  sister  Martha  (Shaum)  died.  During 
the  winter  of  1896  and  1897  I  taught  the  Center  school 
again. 

In  the  late  summer  of  1897  we  took  a  trip  with  the 
three  children  to  Ohio.  We  built  a  barn  on  the  Concord 
township  farm  the  same  fall.  During  the  winter  of  1897 
and  1898  I  taught  the  Inwood  school  in  Baugo  township. 
In  1898  we  sold  the  Concord  township  farm  and  bought 
part  of  the  old  homestead  and  Amos  Witmer,  my  sister, 
moved  from  Ohio  and  bought  the  other  part. 

In  1899  we  built  the  house  and  barn  where  we  now 
live  Amos  Witmer  did  the  carpenter  work.  We  moved  in 
our  new  buildings  on  Nov.  1,  1899.  On  July  16,  1900,  May¬ 
nard,  our  fourth  child,  was  born.  On  Feb.  16,  1903,  father 
Shaum  died.  In  the  summer  of  1903  Mamma  and  Aunt 
Anna  Shaum  took  a  trip  to  northern  Michigan  for  a  few 
weeks.  On  Nov.  20,  1904,  Paul,  our  fifth  child,  was  born. 
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On  June  20,  1906,  brother  Clayton  was  married  to  Doratha 
Hess.  On  July  26,  1906,  our  sixth  child,  George,  was  born. 
Mamma  was  very  sick  at  that  time. 

During  the  winter  of  1908  and  1909  I  taught  the  South 
West  school  after  being  out  of  school  10  years.  In  August, 
1909,  Martin  Ramers  and  we  took  a  trip  to  Niagara  Falls 
and  to  York  and  Waterloo  counties,  Canada.  In  the  winter 
of  1909  and  1910  I  taught  the  Jones  school.  That  October, 
Lewis  had  infantile  paralysis.  In  the  summer  of  1910  I  took 
Lewis  to  Davenport,  Iowa,  for  treatment  at  the  Palmer  Clinic. 
We  were  gone  three  weeks  but  received  no  help.  Then  I 
took  him  to  Indianapolis  to  Dr.  Cooper  where  he  stayed 
several  weeks.  He  received  some  help  here. 

During  the  winter  of  1910  and  1911  I  taught  the  Jones 
school  again.  During  the  summer  of  1911,  I  went  with  uncle 
John  Musser  to  Petoskey.  I  stayed  a  week  and  came  back 
and  then  we  took  a  trip  with  Paul  and  George  to  Ohio.  On 
Dec.  23,  1911,  brother  Walter  was  married  to  Gladys  Bess. 
During  the  winter  of  1911-1912  I  taught  the  Kurtz  school. 
In  the  winter  of  1912  Warren  and  Martha  went  to  Ohio. 
Mamma  was  poorly  that  spring. 

During  the  winter  1912  and  1913,  I  taught  the  No.  1 
school  and  again  in  1913  and  1914  which  was  my  last  term. 
Uncle  John  Musser  died  Oct.  15,  1915.  In  the  fall  of  1916 
we  took  a  trip  to  Indianapolis  and  to  Illinois. 

I  bought  the  Sugar  Grove  farm  Aug.  16,  1917.  Mother 
died  Feb.  23,  1918.  Lewis  Overholsers  moved  on  the  Sugar 
Grove  farm  March  4,  1918.  Sister  Elva  died  Jan.  29,  1919. 
Warren  was  married  to  Nettie  Martin  June  23,  1919.  Martha 
May,  our  first  grandchild  was  born  July  9,  1920.  Martha 
was  married  to  Benjamin  Good  of  Ohio  Nov.  25,  1920. 

Obituary  As  Read  at  Funeral 

Martin  A.  Hoover  was  born  near  Apple  Creek,  Wayne 
County,  Ohio,  Sept.  20,  1834,  where  he  lived  until  1854, 
when,  at  the  age  of  20  years,  he  moved  with  his  parents 
to  Clinton  township,  Elkhart  County,  Ind. 
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Aug.  9,  1860  he  was  married  to  Margaret  Musser  and 
settled  in  Clinton  township.  To  this  union  were  born  10 
children,  three  daughters  and  seven  sons,  of  whom  Catharine 
Witmer,  of  Mahoning  Co.,  Ohio,  William  A.  Hoover,  of  Har¬ 
rison  Twp.,  and  Enos  Hoover,  of  Baugo  Twp.,  Elkhart  Co., 
Ind.,  are  the  only  survivors. 

In  1870  he  moved  from  Clinton  to  Harrison  Twp., 
where  he  resided  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

His  first  wife,  Margaret  Musser,  died  in  1882,  and  in 
1884  he  married  as  his  second  wife,  Elizabeth  Hartman, 
whose  maiden  name  was  Good.  To  this  union  were  born 
three  children,  two  sons  and  one  daughter,  all  of  whom  are 
still  living. 

He  united  with  the  Mennonite  church  36  years  ago, 
and  in  1875  he  was  chosen  and  ordained  to  the  ministry. 
He  was  a  faithful  member  of  the  church,  and  discharged  the 
solemn  duties  of  his  office  as  a  minister  to  the  best  of  his 
ability  until  the  Lord  called  him  away  from  the  trials  and 
the  toils  of  this  earthly  life  to  the  realities  of  the  life  to 
come.  He  died  Nov.  26,  1895,  age  61  yrs.,  2  mos.,  6  days. 

During  his  last  illness  he  suffered  very  severely  from  a 
complication  of  diseases  for  a  number  of  weeks,  all  of  which 
he  bore  with  patience  and  resignation  to  the  will  of  the  Lord, 
and  iooked  forward  to  the  hour  of  his  departure,  having  a 
desire  to  depart  and  be  with  Christ  which  is  far  better.  He 
was  buried  at  Yellow  Creek  on  Nov.  29,  where  funeral  serv¬ 
ices  were  conducted  by  C.  Baer  Michael  Shirk  and  Martin 
Ramer,  from  the  text,  Rev.  14:13. 

How  blest  the  righteous  when  he  dies! 

When  sinks  a  weary  soul  to  rest, 

How  mildly  beam  the  closing  eyes, 

How  gently  heaves  th’  expiring  breast.

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HOOVER  ANCESTORS 

The  following  information  regarding  our  Hoover  (Hu¬ 
ber)  ancestors  was  given  by  Abraham  Hoover,  who  was 
a  brother  of  Martin  A.  Hoover. 

The  Hoovers  originally  came  from  Switzerland,  being 
Mennonites  who  do  not  believe  in  the  swearing  of  oaths 
nor  in  taking  up  of  arms  against  their  fellowmen.  Conse¬ 
quently  they  were  among  those  who  were  persecuted.  They 
moved  to  Germany  where  the  persecution  had  not  been  as 
severe  up  to  this  time. 

Knowing  somewhat  of  the  character  of  these  people  and 
their  religious  beliefs,  it  will  give  us  a  better  realization  of 
the  reason  for  our  forefathers  settling  in  America.  From  the 
earliest  history  they  were  law-abiding  in  so  far  as  it  did  not 
conflict  with  the  Word  of  Cod;  self-supporting,  peace  loving 
and  energetic  and  if  unmolested  were  soon  prosperous,  hav¬ 
ing  good  homes  surrounded  by  orchards  and  cattle. 

We  find  many  of  these  people  scattered  in  the  fertile 
valleys  of  eastern  France,  western  Germany,  Switzerland  and 
Holland,  which  was  in  the  midst  of  the  great  conflict  be¬ 
tween  the  Catholic  and  Protestants  during  the  Reformation 
in  the  16th  and  17th  Centuries,  including  the  30-Years  relig¬ 
ious  war.  No  matter  which  side  was  in  power  these  people 
were  subject  to  abuse  and  persecution  by  some  authorities 
because  of  their  refusal  to  participate  in  warfare. 

The  severity  and  frequency  of  their  persecution  de¬ 
pended  on  the  character  of  those  in  authority.  The  officers 
who  were  the  most  severe  would  tie  them  to  a  wheel  and 
run  it  until  they  were  dead.  Others  were  starved  to  death 
in  dungeons,  some  were  burned  at  the  stake,  and  others  were 
drowned.  At  many  places  the  officers  refused  to  obey  the 
orders  of  the  higher  officials  against  these  people.  Many 
of  the  common  people,  seeing  their  faith  and  honesty,  took 
on  their  religion  while  others  tried  to  persuade  the  officers 
to  relinquish  their  torture  until  finally  the  authorities  realized 
their  cruel  work  was  futile.  Instead  of  destroying  the  faith 
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of  these  people  it  became  stronger  and  the  number  of  ad¬ 
herents  increased.  By  the  beginning  of  the  18th  Century 
the  instruments  of  torture  had  mostly  been  put  away  but 
the  leaders  in  many  places  were  imprisoned  indefinitely, 
whole  communities  were  exiled,  homes  were  destroyed,  and 
cattle  were  taken. 

As  an  illustration  we  will  copy  an  incident  from  history. 
The  counsel  of  Canton  had  written  to  Zurich  to  learn  how 
they  rid  themselves  of  the  Mennonites,  whereupon  they 
replied  that  some  were  killed,  some  were  imprisoned,  some 
were  forced  into  the  army  in  the  war  against  France,  while 
others  were  exiled  from  their  land. 

On  July  13,  1711,  four  ships  laden  with  several  hundred 
Mennonites  began  their  voyage  down  the  Rhine.  The  follow¬ 
ing  description  is  given  of  these  exiles  as  the  ship  drifted 
down  the  river,  as  their  homes  disappeared  forever  behind 
the  cathedral  spires  and  the  green  wooded  hills. 

“Seated  upon  the  chests  and  bundles  which  were  piled 
up  in  the  middle  of  the  vessel  were  the  gray-headed  men 
and  women,  old  and  weak.  On  the  sides  were  the  young 
people  watching  with  eager  delight  and  wonder  the  shifting 
scenery  of  the  banks  as  they  glided  by.  Now  hopeful  as  they 
cast  questioning  glances  to  the  north  down  the  river  and 
then  sorrowful  as  with  longing  eyes  they  turned  their  faces 
to  the  south  in  the  direction  of  their  beloved  homes  which 
they  were  leaving  forever;  homes  from  which  they  were  so 
basely  exiled,  yet  homes  whose  green  hills  and  silver-lipped 
mountains  they  could  not  forget.  When  overcome  with  sor¬ 
row  someone  began  to  sing,  which  comforted  them: 

“O  Herr,  wir  tun  dich  bitten  richt  unser  Herz  und 
Cemuth  nach  deinem  heilig  Wort,  durch  deine  grosze  Cute 
zund  du  in  unserm  Herzen  eine  reine  Liebe  an,  tu  fur  uns 
wachen  und  streiten  sonst  mogen  wir  nicht  bestehen.” 

(“O  Lord,  we  pray  thee,  direct  our  hearts  and  minds 
according  to  thy  holy  word.  Light  in  our  hearts  a  pure  love, 
watch  and  contend  for  us,  or  we  can  not  stand.’’) 
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William  Penn,  knowing  the  peace-loving,  energetic  and 
prosperous  habits  of  these  people,  and  knowing  the  condi¬ 
tions  and  circumstances  under  which  they  lived  and  labored, 
went  to  Germany,  Switzerland  and  Holland  and  solicited 
them  to  settle  on  his  grant  of  land  in  America,  assuring  per¬ 
fect  freedom  of  worship.  Relying  on  his  word  because  of 
similar  faith,  many  of  them  moved  to  America  and  took  up 
land  on  Penn’s  grant  of  land. 

Persecution,  which  was  not  constant  but  at  intervals, 
was  severest  during  1707-8,  1711,  1716,  1722  and  again 
later.  During  all  this  time  there  was  a  constant  flow  of 
immigrants  but  in  the  years  after  a  severe  persecution  they 
came  in  larger  groups  so  there  was  a  large  emigration  of 
Mennonites  in  1708  and  1712.  In  all  probability  these  were 
what  was  called  the  first  and  second  emigrations  to  Penn¬ 
sylvania  as  they  were  the  first  and  second  large  groups  that 
located  there. 

It  is  reported  by  our  ancestors  that  our  branch  of  the 
Hoovers  came  in  the  second  emigration  and  located  near 
Strasburg  in  Lancaster  Co.,  Pa.  We  have  record  of  Jacob 
Hoover  who  with  two  brothers  came  and  located  in  Pecqua 
township  which  adjoins  Strasburg  township  in  which  the 
town  of  Strasburg  is  located.  Here  he  took  up  land  for  which 
he  got  a  patent  deed.  We  have  no  record  when  this  Jacob 
died  but  in  1747  his  widow,  Barbara,  transferred  part  of  the 
original  tract  to  her  son  John. 

John  Hoover  died  in  1785  leaving  a  widow,  also  named 
Barbara,  and  the  following  heirs,  all  of  whom  signed  releases 
to  Abraham  Huber  on  April  30,  1785:  Jacob  and  Margaret 
(Schenck)  Hoover,  Abraham  and  Anna  Huber,  John  Hoover, 
Henry  Hoover  (our  ancester),  Christian  Hoover,  Peter  and 
Mary  Huber,  Barbara,  Susanna,  and  Anna  Hoover  who  were 
never  married,  and  Jacob  and  Esther  (Hoover)  Eshliman. 
Abraham,  Christian,  and  Peter  lived  on  the  home  section. 

To  this  point  history  and  legal  documents  gave  our  in¬ 
formation  and  from  now  on  the  family  records  coincide  with 
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them.  Henry  Huber  (or  Hoover),  Mennonite  minister  who 
married  Mary  Neiswanger,  is  without  a  doubt  our  great, 
great,  grandparents,  as  that  was  her  name  and  this  was  about 
the  time  they  moved  from  Lancaster  Co.  to  York  Co.,  Pa. 
Here  they  reared  a  family  of  six  children  who  grew  to 
maturity. 

(Another  record  shows  as  if  Henry  Hoover’s  father  was 
Benjamin. ) 

John  and  Barbara  Hoover  had  as  their  fourth  child  a 
son  Henry,  and  this  is  where  we  take  up  our  line  of  the 
Hoovers.

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MARTIN  ANCESTORS 

Andrew  Martin,  born  in  Switzerland,  came  to  Germany 
and  was  imprisoned  for  many  years  for  his  faith.  He  told 
his  family,  including  his  married  son  David,  to  move  to 
America  and  if  he  would  ever  be  freed  again  he  would  come, 
too.  He  came  12-15  years  later.  Those  that  we  know  of 
who  came  were  Andrew’s  wife  and  three  sons,  Jacob,  Henry, 
and  David. 

David  Martin  was  born  in  1691  and  married  in  1717. 
When  Mr.  Martin  left  Rhine  Afalz,  Germany,  for  America, 
he  had  a  wife  and  three  children.  His  wife  died  on  *the 
way  over  and  was  buried  at  sea.  He  later  married  a  young 
woman  who  came  along  over  in  the  same  boat.  He  was  the 
first  settler  west  of  Weaverland  meeting  house  in  Lancaster 
Co.  Pa.  He  received  370  acres  from  Thomas  and  Richard 
Penn,  sons  of  William  Penn,  in  Lancaster  Co.,  Pa.,  on  Feb. 
10,  1726.  The  deed  was  recorded  May  5,  1737.  In  his 
old  age  he  married  the  third  time.

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A  SUMMER  IN  KANSAS 

My  father,  William  A.  Hoover,  went  to  the  Newton  vi- 
lity  of  Harvey  County,  Kansas,  in  the  spring  of  1887  where 
worked  with  his  friend,  Cyrus  Shafer,  erecting  windmills, 
afer  was  eight  years  older  than  Father,  had  attended  the 
me  school,  and  was  later  employed  as  a  hired  man  in 
andfather  Hoover’s  home.  He  had  gone  to  Kansas  while 
/oung  man  and  there  set  up  a  business  of  erecting  wind- 
lls. 

Some  of  the  Hoover  cousins  lived  in  this  area.  Among 
3m  were  the  Wingers  and  George  Frederick.  Father  stayed 
the  Frederick  home  and  while  there  contracted  the  meas- 
;.  When  he  had  almost  recovered  he  became  chilled  fol- 
ving  exposure  to  rain  and  suffered  a  siege  of  pneumonia 
ring  which  they  feared  for  his  life.  Arrangements  had 
en  made  for  his  father  to  go  to  Kansas  when  word  was 
:eived  that  his  condition  had  improved. 

The  work  of  erecting  windmills  was  done  by  a  team 
four  men:  Cyrus  Shafer,  the  owner;  Abe  Brown,  another 
ighbor  and  schoolmate  from  Harrison  Center;  a  man  by 
3  name  of  John  Schrock,  and  Father.  In  the  fall  of  the  year 
;se  young  men  decided  to  make  a  trip  to  Pike’s  Peak  in 
lorado.  They  equipped  themselves  with  a  covered  wagon, 
earn  of  horses  and  the  necessary  camping  outfit  and  uten- 
;.  The  route  they  followed  was  mainly  the  trail  along  the 
kansas  river.  Their  routine  camping  chores  were  divided 
ong  themselves.  One  cared  for  the  horses,  staked  them 
t  at  night  and  fed  them.  Another  built  a  fire  and  a  third 
I  the  cooking.  They  slept  outdoors  under  the  stars  for 
nights. 

Father  used  to  relate  some  of  the  incidents  that  occurred 
this  journey.  One  evening  after  setting  up  camp  rather 
ly  they  decided  to  go  fishing  in  a  stream  that  appeared 
be  about  a  half  mile  from  their  camp  site.  However  they 
not  reach  the  stream  as  soon  as  they  expected,  for  it 
ned  out  to  be  at  least  two  miles  away.  As  they  were 
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walking  along  at  a  rather  fast  rate  a  rattlesnake  struck  ’ir 
Father,  narrowly  missing  him.  He  killed  the  snake  wrer 
the  pitch  fork  he  was  carrying.  When  they  finally  arrives 
at  the  stream  they  found  that  the  fish  were  not  biting  tl;lir 
evening. 


At  another  time  one  of  the  boys  tripped  over  one 
the  stake-out  chains  for  the  horses  and  sat  down  squar  ou 
in  the  center  of  a  good-sized  cactus  plant.  Only  those  v 


have  learned  the  characteristics  of  cactus  by  experience  ci\\ 
fully  appreciate  the  agony  that  fellow  must  have  suffer  p 
A  table  knife  would  seem  to  be  a  rather  crude  instrum<jL 
with  which  to  remove  cactus  spines;  nevertheless,  it  is  s^e 
that  this  was  the  means  they  used  to  accomplish  the  pain, 
task.

Their  wagon  was  equipped  with  a  hand  brake  whmo 
was  used  when  going  down  steep  grades  to  prevent  iot 
wagon  from  pushing  the  horses.  Usually  two  men  rode  m 
the  front  seat;  the  driver  and  another  who  operated  the  br,|ui 
lever  when  the  occasion  demanded.  Once  while  going  al«or 
a  river  the  brakeman  grabbed  the  lever  and  pulled  on 
brake.  “What’s  the  idea?”  the  driver  asked.  “We’re  gcL, 
down-hill!’’  he  replied.  Just  then  one  of  the  others  s«;on 
“Look  which  way  the  water  is  running.”  They  looked  in( 
sure  enough  it  was  flowing  in  the  opposite  direction  ,jn( 
they  were  traveling  uphill.  This  fellow  had  the  same  illusf^ 
you  and  I  have  when  we  wonder  why  our  automobile  ha;^e 
little  power  on  some  of  our  mountain  roads.  ,n( 

The  distance  they  traveled  was  between  600  and  iaii 
miles.  After  arriving  at  Colorado  Springs  they  sold  the  te 
and  wagon.  >t|ri 

Mr.  Schrock  did  not  accompany  them  on  the  trip  rif 
the  top  of  Pike’s  Peak.  The  trail  up  the  mountain  was  //e 
proximately  the  course  of  the  present  cog  railroad  which  ior 
built  many  years  later.  It  is  not  known  just  what  timuar 
day  they  started,  but  they  had  intended  to  make  the  cHe 
and  return  to  Manitou  in  one  day.  While  yet  below  n\\ 
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mber  line  they  passed  a  tent  supposed  to  be  that  of  a  ran- 
l5r.  Going  on  beyond  the  timber  line  a  short  distance,  they 
?alized  that  they  could  not  possibly  make  the  remaining 
imb  to  the  summit  and  return  that  day. 

Now  they  were  in  a  real  dilemma.  Should  they  return 
>  the  bottom  without  reaching  the  top,  after  a  month-long 
Burney  to  get  there?  In  desperation  one  of  the  men  re- 
jrned  to  the  tent  they  had  passed  and  found  it  furnished 
1  i th  a  mattress,  stove  and  some  supplies  but  no  occupant, 
was  finally  decided,  with  some  misgivings,  to  appropriate 
le  use  of  this  tent  unless  its  owner  would  show  up.  During 
le  night  noises  were  heard  on  the  outside.  There  was  a 
bund  of  crackling  twigs  and  lapping  of  water  at  a  nearby 
>ring  accompanied  by  a  grunt  or  cough.  These  were  anxious 
toments  for  the  men  in  the  tent.  Some  animal  brushed 
Dticeably  against  the  tent  and  then  wandered  off  into  the 
toods.  Presumably  it  was  a  bear.  However,  no  one  appeared 
uring  the  night  and  the  next  morning  they  departed  early 
)r  the  climb  to  the  summit. 

After  considerable  effort  it  was  found  that  Shafer,  a 
x-foot  200-pounder  of  muscular  build,  was  experiencing 
>me  difficulty  in  breathing.  He  continued  as  far  as  he  could 
id  finally  gave  up.  He  urged  Brown  and  Father  to  go  on 
id  said  he  would  return  to  the  tent  to  rest.  Reluctantly 
ley  went  on  and  finally  reached  the  top  of  Pike’s  Peak.  Fa- 
ler  used  to  have  a  picture  of  a  signal  station  located  there 
id  told  us  of  the  precipice  on  the  north  side  of  the  mcun- 
lin. 

But  because  of  their  concern  for  Shafer  they  did  not 
irry  long  at  the  summit.  Arriving  at  the  tent  on  the  return 
ip,  they  found  him  almost  unconscious  and  by  this  time 
ere  really  alarmed.  Shafer  must  have  feared  the  outcome 
)r  he  was  said  to  have  remarked,  “Boys,  I’d  give  all  my 
3rthly  possessions  (about  $8,000)  to  be  at  the  bottom.” 
e  soon  lapsed  into  unconsciousness.  What  could  they  do, 
i th  no  help  or  tourists  available  within  miles  around?  Fa- 
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ther  and  Brown  locked  hands  and  took  each  of  Shafer 
arms  around  their  shoulders  and  set  out  to  carry  him,  goir 
as  far  as  they  could  without  stopping  to  rest.  They  observe 
his  breathing  and  at  one  point  when  Brown  thought  he  w.1 
gone,  he  picked  up  a  stone  to  mark  the  spot.  Still  th<^ 
trudged  on  and  presently  Shafer  began  to  show  signs  of  I  if 1 
Soon  he  could  handle  his  feet  and  legs  to  help  them  car 7 
his  weight  and  after  a  distance  of  between  one  and  tv’1 
miles  he  was  able  to  walk  again.  After  getting  on  his  fe^ 
again  he  said  to  them,  “Boys,  I  owe  my  life  to  you!”  M 
seemed  none  the  worse  for  his  experience  upon  their  arriv' 
in  Manitou. 

Following  these  adventures  Father  returned  to  his  hon1 
in  Indiana.  Shafer  entered  the  lumber  business  and  pro1 
pered.  Later  in  life  he  sold  his  business,  invested  in  securiti 
and  amassed  a  fortune.  He  retired  to  a  home  in  Californ1 
and  also  traveled  extensively.  Father  once  received  a  ca 11 
from  him  mailed  in  Egypt.  He  was  past  90  years  of  age 
the  time  of  his  death,  having  outlived  both  of  his  boyho<‘ 
friends.  Father  died  at  the  age  of  80  years  sometime  aft1 
Brown’s  death.
